NATIONAL GAY ELECTION CQALITION. QUESTLONNATRE 


The National Gay Election Coalition (N.G.E.C.) is an alliance of eighteen 
gay organizatiows in seven provinces. It was formed with two main objectives in 
mind: to make every candidate for parliament aware that there are at least two 
million homosexual and bisexual citizens in Canada, and to elicit the opinions of 
the candidates ox several questions vital to the interests of the gay and bisexual 

people of Canada. To this end, a questionnaire containing ten searching questions 
was mailed out to every parliamentary candidate in Canada. The responses have 
been collated and are being made available to the gay voter via the gay press. 

The candidates were asked the following questions: 


1. Do you favor the inclusion of the term 'Sexual orientation! in the 
Canadian Bill of Rights? 

2. Do you favor an end to discrimination against homosexuals in employment 
in all branches of the Federal Government including the Civil Service 
and the Armed Forces? 

3. Do you favor federal legislation to protect homosexuals in employment 
in the private sector? 

4. Do you favor measures to prohibit discrimination against homosexuals 
in pablic housing and in the financing of such housing? 

5. Do you favor deletion of references to homosexuals and 'homosexualism' 
from the Immigration Act? 

6. Do you favor repeal of Section 155 of the Criminal Crde(buggery)? 

7. Da you favor repeal of Seetion 157 of the Criminal Code(gross indecency)? 

8. Do you favor: 

a. repeal of all statutes relating to sexual acts based upon age, 
gender or marital status, and replacement of these with one 
law proscribing only sexual acts involving misrepresentation, 
coercion, violence, or feehlemindedness? 

or i) Dyaune institution of one law based upon uniform age of consent 
for sexual acts regardless of gender or marital status? 

9. Do you favor replacement of Section 156 of the Criminal Code (indecent 
assault) with a law dealing only with sexual assault involving violence, 
force or coercion? 

10. Do you favor clarification of Section 169 of the Criminal Code (indecent 
acts in a public place) by defining public place as 'a place where a 
condition of privacy has not been attempted or attained'? 


Alberta candidates have been reluctant to commit themselves on these 
issues, and up to July 5, G.A.T.E. (Edmonton), the participating organization in 
Alberta has received only twelve responses: 


ATHABASKA: 
Peter Opryshk> (NDP): Yes to every question. 
CALGARY NORTH 
John A, Sutherland (Liberal): Declined answering the questionnaire, but 
wrote a letter declaring his intention.to "continually press for 
removal of any discriminatory practices" based on heats 


orientation. He concluded by stating: 

"While I feel that the basis of our Christian Society is the 
sanctity of marriage as we presently know it, I do not feel that 

I should impose my views on any other persons of legal age..." 

CALGARY SOUTH 
Bohdan Harasymiw (NDP): Declined to answer the questionnaire, but wrote 

a letter in which he stated: "Because I believe yours is among 

the more frivolous causes champfoned in our society, I am declining 

your invitation to complete the questionnaire..." 


PALI SER 

Stan Schumacher (PC): Answered NO to every question and added an explanatory 
note: "Generally speaking, I do not feel the laws relating to 
homosexuality should be changed until the their (sic) has been 
more experience under the 1969 amendments to the Criminal Code." 

ROCKY MOUNTAIN 

Bob Wrigley (NDP): Answered Yes to every question and added a note saying: 

"You're to ve commended for this thorough review of a deplorable 
situation." 

VEGREVILLE 

Winston Gereluk (NDP): Answered yes to questions 1 through 8 and left 9 and 
10 unanswered. He also appended a note, in which he admonishes: 
"Do not be only self-indulgent in your concern for the form (of 
exploitation) that affects you personally. Recognize it in the 

context of the totally exploitative society in which we live..." 

PEMBINA 

Peter Elzinga (PC): Wrote a letter: "I am against discrimination of any 
kind, and with your permission, after further study I shall return 
your questionnaire." We await his reply. 

EDMONTON CENTRE 

Gerry K. J. Beck (Social Credit): Answered yes to every question except 
6 and 7, which he declined to answer on the grounds of not knowing 
the term 'buggery', and not understanding Section 157 of the 
Criminal Code. He included a notein which he congratulated the 
N.G.E.C. for its booklet Homosexuals: a Minority without Rights 
which accompanied each questionnaire: "Your facts and statements 
were factual and supnorted by excerpts of our laws, therefore, 

I could make a decision". 
Jarbeau (Communist Party of Canada): Yes to every question. 
George Labercane (NDP): Answered yes to every question except No.1, to 
. which he replied that he is uncertain. 

EDMONTON STRATHCONA 

Lila Fahiman (NDP): Answered yes to every question. 

Harry J. Strynadka (Communist Party of Canada): Answered yes to questions 
3,5,8,9 and 10 and no to questions 1 aid 4. He declined answering 
gqueatisns 6 and 7. 

In addition, the PC candidate Doug Roche has taken a stance on gay civil 
rights by refusing to admit that he received our questionnaire 
and refusing to talk to a pair of N.G.E.C. representatives at 
a public meeting, 

B.C.Tanner (Liberal) told a representative of N.G.™.C. that he favored 
removal of references to homosexuality from the immigration act, 
when asked at a public meeting. 

EDMONTON BAST ; 

: Bill Yobluk (NDP) Although he did not complete the NGHC questionnaire, he 
did state that he favors gay civil rights in principle during a 
short interview with an N.G.E.C. representative at a nomination 
rally.

The characteristics society decrecd our sex should 
possess arc inflicted upon us; wo are wedged into a predetermined mold with the solo 
criterion being that of inner or outor plumbing. veryone must be cither blue or 
pink and ust act according to what custo dictates or pay the price for being 
different. vocioty forzets - or chooses to overlook = the boautiful and varied hues 
of the rainbow. 


IT can only think of physical attributes as boing ossentially women's and these 
are ours solely by virtuc of the equiprient with which Fate decided we should be 
endowed at concoption. ieccause of organs capable of producing and naturing ova, of 
harboring and nurturine fortilizcd oggs, childbearing (but not rearing), breast 
feeding, menstruation, etc., aro inherently feuale. Porsonalities, characteristics, 
traits, mannerisms, etc., usually associated with wonen are really those of hunan 
beings in goneral; they are more evident in women because of intense socialization 
to make them so and they reflect quite blatantly the biases of all those who molded us. 


ilow let*s go’ back to that lottcr: “wellbred" wrote she. well, I don*t know, 
maybe the mechanics do affect the ond product, but I do know that we all originated fron 
the union of a squigzly sperm with a sliny oge. Does she mean rearing? Relativity 
decroos the appropriate mold and the quality of the cnsuing product. 


Gentleness is a'desirable trait for all human boings; it is not and never has been 
an ossentially fenale »rerogativc. But sho writes "gcntle"...e.es does she mean gentility 
is desirable? ‘ho can opt for aristocratic parents? Or is she:looking for honorable, 
respectable women? The world abounds with thom if she seeks to gauge a woman by other 
factors than looks, dress, and mannorisms.

One of the difficulties that comes 
up most frequently in letters and in 
conversation has to do with "limited 
attraction." Everyone has heard the 
symptomatic statements, "I like you 
but youfre not my type." "You're neat 
but you're too old for me." "I only 
get turned on by guys with really good 
definition." 


Statements like these emergé in 
response to questions about sexual 
attraction but they have broader sig- 
nificance than simple sexual inter- 
course. ‘hen you say that you're 
sexually turned off to someone you are 
telling him that you are not prepared 
to appreciate/enjoy his body. A 
Simple, honest statement, Fine, ‘The 
problem is that deep down each of us 
knows that basic truth: "I am my body", 


Being stroked, caressed, cuddled, 
and generally bodily appreciated is a 
basic primitive message of appreciation 
that makes us feel loved and secure. It 
goes back to the first months of life. 
You learned this primitive truth of 
body contact: so early in life that 
chances, are good it will stay with you 
to death. So when the words say, "I 
like you, I admire you, I love you,” 
but the body language says, "I don't 
want to appreciate/enjoy your body," 
you will begin to feel tense, unloved 
and insecure. 


It's a destructive interchange 
that is unintentional. It is based on 
programming and it's about time that we 
‘Gays put some effort into altering our 
programaing so that we do not continue 
,to victimize one another and ourselves. 


In this age of computers, probably 
everyone knows that the computer is at 
the mercy of the person who does the 
programming, The computer has its own 
personality and character in that it is 
wired to perform only in certain ways 
that may differ from the ways that 
other computers perform. 


The result is deplorable when it 
comes to interpersonal relationships. It 
is disastrous when it comes to Gay re- 
lationships., The culture tells you that 
same-~gender people are not to be desired 
and that Gays are not to be considered 
attractive. That puts you off to a self- 
destructive start. Add to that some hints 
that only individuals within a range of 
fifteen years of life who have certain 
kinds of facial features and body weight 
are desirable. Everyone is going to 
spend most of his years outside the de~ 
sirable age range and few will be blessed 
with exactly the correct body features 
even then. An almost comic sympton of 
this tragic situation is that we can see 
people of all types and ages trying to 
squeeze themselves into the supposed 
beauty mold. 


But how to undo the programming? If 
you are interested in undoing your pro- 
gramming be clear first as to the ob- 
jectives. It takes a lot of work along 
the way and you will need to look back 
to the objectives now and again to retain 
perspective. What you are trying to ac- 
complish is the widest possible portion 
of the population whom you consider with- 
in the range of attractive. Your aim is 
not to promiscuously have sexual contact 
or even anpreciation/enjoyment body con- 
tact with everyone in the world. You 
want to broaden the population to whom 
you are attracted so that you can become 
increasingly selective about the ind- 
ividuals with whom you choose to involve 
yourself,

We would like to take this opportunity to thank you for your 
donation on behalf the lesbian mother involved in a custody case for her 
‘two children. Your donation will help alleviate the high cost of 
‘fighting for human rights in our courts. To date the fund has collected 


® 816.75, 


In order to keep you informed on the case we have outlined the events 
that have transpired to date. We will also attempt to keep you informed 
on future happenings and the eventual outcome, 


The mother involved was granted custody of her two children after 
her divorce last December, Since that time her ex-husband has appeaked 
the custody decision on the grounds that the mother of their two 
children is a lesbian. 


The mother has obtained a geod lawyer and there have been a couple 
of hearings to date. The lawyers for the ex-husband have menaged to 
secure a witness who has manufactured a number og stories about what 
went on & in the home with the mother and her lover. The husband has 
also picked up his daughter from school and refused to return her to the 
mother even though the divorce gave her the exclusive custody of the 
children, The court has allowed the father to keep the child until some 
decision is made on the appeal. There is another hearing scheduled for 
Juxy which could be the final hearing with a decision shortly after. 


So far the legal expences have amounted to over 1,600.00 forcing the 
mother to sell her car and her loverto go out to work rather than 
staying home to look after their one pre-school child as they had wished. 


We consider this to be an important case not only for the people 
involved but also for all women and gay people amxmmm across Canada. 
We do not feel that anyone should have to pay huge sums to defend their 
sexuality or lifestyle in a court of law. There are no known legal 
precedents for this.case so it is m even more important. If the mother 
should loose the case, and we hope that doesn't happen, we hope to have 
sufficient funds-to. enable-her to appeal to-a higher court.
